Churchill, f e a r i n g that 
Stalin might make a sepa­ 
rate p e a c e with 
Hitler, 
wanted the Polish leader out 
of the way, the (ierman play­ 
wright maintains. 
A m 0 n g those who have 
rushed to Churchill's defense 
are Air Marshal Lord Portal 
of Hurigerford. chief of air 
staff from 1940 to 1945, and 
five other members of the 
“ secret circle.” as Churchill 
called his w'artime advisers. 
In a joint letter to The 
London Times they maintain 
that the Hochhuth charges

While British law offers no 
protection to the reputation 
of the dead.

During his lifetime Glad­ 
stone, who was deeply re­ 
ligious, made a habit of pick­ 
ing

The trial was recessed PTiday 
after a tentative jury of eight 
men and four women was cho­ 
sen from 60 persons questioned 
by attorneys and Superior Court 
Judge Herbert V. Walker. 
Sirhan is accused of shooting 
Kennedy in the Ambassador Ho­ 
tel last June 5 shortly after the 
New York Democrat prlclaimed 
victory in California’s presiden­ 
tial primary election.

Disney Project 
Gets Approval 
From Service 


BURBANK, Calif. (APi - A 
year-round resort 7,800 feet up 
in the High Sierra in Sequoia 
National Park received a go- 
ahead Monday from the U.S. 
Forest Service. 


The approval means “ realiza­ 
tion of one of Walt Disney's last 
and greatest dreams. ’ said Dis­ 
ney's brother, Roy 0.

.Among conservation groups 
opposing the $35 million devel­ 
opment was the Sierra dub. a 
nationwide organization head­ 
quartered in San F’ranc-isco. 


Dr. Edgar Wayburn, presi­ 
dent, .said the Sierra Club has 
“ under consideration the filing 
of legal action, but first we want 
to study what the Disney firm 
plans and what is involved. ' 


Wayburn said the club feared 
Mineral King Valley would be 
ruined sinc'e Disney plans “ to 
put as many people into Mineral 
King on a given day as enter 
Yosemite Valley at any one 
time, and it is admitted Yosem­ 
ite is overcrowded (and) Miner­ 
al King is one sixth to one third 
the size of Yosemite ’ 


The resort will be known as 
Mineral King, after the valley. 
It will be built in a wilderness 
area 55 miles east of Visalia and 
about 
halfway between San 
Francisco and Los Angeles. 


No automobiles will be al­ 
lowed within 1 * 2 miles. 


An estimated 5,000 skiers will 
zip down the slopes on weekends 
by 1973.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Nixon’s preference for the 
term “ sufficiency” rather than 
“ superiority” as his standard 
for U S. military power may be 
an attempt to improve the cli­ 
mate for U.S.-Soviet arms con­ 
trol talks. 
But it is likely to provoke c*?- 
bate over what constitutes “ suf­ 
ficiency.” 
At his first news conference 
Monday. 
Nixon appeared to 
ease the hard stand he took dur­ 
ing his campaign last fall. 
Without abandoning superiori­ 
ty as a goal the President said 
‘i think ‘sufficiency’ is a better 
term.” 
Pentagon officials said the 
Russians have been implying 
publicly that U.S. emphasis on 
nuclear superiority makes it dif­ 
ficult for them to negotiate on 
arms control. 


Nixon may have had this in 
mind when he told reporters: 
“When we talk about superi­ 
ority. that may have a detri­ 
mental effect on the other side- 
(meaning the Russians) in put­ 
ting it in an inferior position 
and, therefore, giving great im­ 
petus to its own arms race,” 
Nixon said. 
The new President expressed 
his administration’s goal this 
way; 
“Our objective is to be sure 
that the United States has suffi­ 
cient military power to defend 
our interests and to maintain 
the commitments which this ad­ 
ministration determines are in 
the interest of the United States 
around the world.” 


This had a decidedly less stri­ 
dent tone that Nixon’s campaign 
statement that “ we must main­ 
tain our military strength at a 
level so that we can talk equally 
with them, and I would hope 
from a superior standpoint. ” 


Secretary of Defense Melvin 
R. l.aird told the Senate Armed 
Services Committee when it was 


considering his Cabinet nomina­ 
tion two weeks ago that “ 1 be­ 
lieve it is absolutely important 
that the United States maintain 
a superior position.” 


Nixon was consistent at his 
news conference with his past 
positions in rejecting parity be­ 
tween the United States and 
Russia in nuclear weapons. 


“When we talk about parity,” 
he said, “ I think we should re­ 
cognize that wars occur, usual­ 
ly, when each side believes it 
has a chance to win. Therefore, 
parity does not necessarily as­ 
sure that a war may not occur.” 


Nixon seemed to be attempt­ 
ing to walk a middle path be­ 
tween extremes of viewpoint on 
how much atomic weaponry the 
United States needs. 


caution were displayed at that 
first news conference when the 
President noted that in eigh 
separately-raised areas of con­ 
cern, ranging from the tension 
in the Middle East to crime in 
the District of Columbia, there 
would be conferenc'es, decisions 
and perhaps policy announce­ 
ments later.

The Bomb W e Can Take, 
Infl ati on's the Threat

N EW YO RK ( AP) - Jumping 
to conclusions: 
Inflation is 
more actively 
feared today than is the hydro­ 
gen bomb. We have become 
numbed by the long threat of 
atomic war and relatively few 
brood about it. But a lot of peo­ 
ple today are brooding about 
inflation—there is no basement 
shelter against it.

2. Hanoi and the Liberation 
Front will ase the Paris talks as 
a forum to enhance the N LF’s 
status and its claim to be the le­ 
gitimate power in South Viet­ 
nam. 
This will be the kind of verbal 
attacks on the Saigon regime 
that were delivered by the 
Front during last Saturday’s 
opening session of the full-dress 
talks. One ranking official said 
he expected “ the other side’s 
propaganda broadsides to play 
a prominent role in the negotia­ 
tions for some time” 
3. Meanwhile. North Vietnam 
may begin preparing its own 
people for an agreement which 
falls short of the victory prom­ 
ised for so long by the Commu­ 
nist leaders. 
South Vietnamese officials put 
more emphasis on this than the 
Americans do. The men from 
Saigon point out what they con­ 
sider to be a significant change 
in the terminology used by Ha­ 
noi’s negotiators. 
One source said that when the 
preliminary talks between the 
United States and North Viet­ 
nam began last May, North 
Vietnamese delegate Xuan Thuy 
referred to the Saigon regime as 
the “ nguy quyen,” the Viet­ 
namese expression for “ enemy

Co m p u ter sales and brass mill o u tp u t u p 17 p er cent. 
.Mo tel bu siness u p 11 p er cent. 
Petro chem ical sales, co p p er refining, beau ty p arlo r p a­ 
tro nage and co sm etics and to ilet p rep aratio ns sales u p 10 
p er cent. 


Newsp ap ers, bu siness m agazines, m en’s ap p arel, v ariety 
sto res, railro ad car p ro d u ctio n, d ep artm ent sto res and 
aero sp ace v ehicle co m p o nent m anu factu rers all sho u ld d o 
at least 8 p er cent better in 1969. 
The list co u ld be enlarged . The p ro blem is that these 
v ery satisfacto ry gains, it’s anticip ated , will be o ffset in 
the o v er-all statistics by a range o f ind u stries which are 
no t ex p ected to d o q u ite so well in the nex t 12 m o nths— 
steel mills, fertilizer p ro d u cers, ho tels—and a range o f 
o ther ind u stries who se gro wth will be slo w. 
Ov erall, go v ernm ent analy ses ind icate th at o f 109 ind u s­ 
tries su rv ey ed , 12 ex p ect increases o f m o re than 10 p er 
cent, 50 increases o f 5 to 10 p er cent, 4 0 increases o f less 
than 5 p er cent and 5 ind u stries who se bu siness will re ­ 
main lev el o r d ecline a little.

The sam e ho ld s fo r em p lo y m ent p red ictio ns fo r 1969. 
Decreasing u nem p lo y m ent figu res d o n’t m ean m u ch to the 
m an who lo ses his jo b and can’t find ano ther o ne. 
If o ne lo o ks thro u gh the stu d ies o f ind iv id u al ind u stries 
ex p ected to gro w m arked ly in 1969, and therefo re ex p ected 
to increase their need fo r m en, it beco m es read ily ap p ar­ 
ent that these are the v ery ind u stries which, by and large, 
req u ire sp ecialized training o r ed u catio n. Tho u gh it will be 
a v ery go o d y ear fo r a great m any p eo p le, it lo o ks no w as 
tho u gh it will be ro u gher fo r the u nskilled m an o r y o u th. 
It is here that the Nix o n ad m inistratio n m ay ru n into p ro b­ 
lems—say by Ju ne, Ju ly o r Au gu st.

histo ry o f go u t o r a blo o d 
u ric acid lev el o v er 7 5, (5 ) 
sed entary habits with v ery 
little p hy sical activ ity , (6 ) 
bo d y weight 30 p er cent o v er 
the no rm al stand ard fo r y o u r 
height, (7 ) certain electro ­ 
card io grap hic abno rm alities,

Lunar Landing Is Rosemary's Baby

At takeoff there will be 365 
feet of rocketry, eight major 
components, 
nine

engine systems. Most of it 
is a 1 r e a d y fam iliar. The 
three-stage Saturn V. the 5.5- 
ton Apollo command module, 
and the 15-foot Apollo serv­ 
ice module have become part 
of 
the 
nation’s 
conversa­ 
tion. 


The moon craft itself, how­ 
ever, is as yet virtually un­ 
known to casual space ob­ 
servers. 
Nicknamed 
ftose- 
mary, it is an awkward look­ 
ing, four-legged contraption 
built of two interconnecting 
sections—a descent stage to 
land on the moon, and an 
ascent stage to take off from 
there. 


Rosem ary’s total weight is 
15 tons. On liftoff from earth 
it will be encased in a cy­ 
lindrical capsule behind the 
command-service m o d u 1 e 
until earth orbit has been 
accomplished and the trip to 
the moon begun. 


The astionauts will leave 
earth orbit one hour. 35 min­ 
utes and eight seconds after 
takeoff.

desirable Sometimes they are 
loi ked into a eourse and have 
no alternatives Often they must 
choose the lesser of evils 
S<‘ldorn can th(*y take the di 
rect route to solutions. 
This is the asp<*ct of any prob­ 
lem that separates th<* practical 
world of politicians from the 
idealists and theorists and ex 
tremist;;. who share a common 
fault in seeing the possibilities 
blit not the con.sequences 
Sometimes the idealists are 
joined by the party out of power 
in seeing the direct route to si>- 
lutions It is in this conflict that 
much of the criticism of an ad 
ministration's economic leader­ 
ship ari.ses 
The mf)st obvious example is 
in the job-inflation conflict It is 
generally agreed that inflation 
could be conquered by clamping 
down hard on spending and by 
making borrowing even more 
difficult But at what a price':' 
The most damaging aspect 
might b€* in the loss of jobs Un­ 
employment now is at a rate of 
less than 3.5 per cent of the la­ 
bor force. In order to flatten inf­ 
lation that unemployment rate 
might have to go to 5 per cent. 
The Nixon administration has 
gradually made clear that this 
IS an unacceptable alternative. 
Instead, a midway course is 
likely to be sought; jobless rate 
of perhaps 4 per cent and a 
slower reduction of inflation. 
(Consider antitrust activity. 
Should bigness be equated with 
badness'' 'To some observers the 
answer is inherent in the ques­ 
tion—bigness is bad Any ad­ 
ministration.

A study to be released this 
week by the .National Industrial 
Conference Board, an independ­ 
ent research group, suggests 
that the bigger companies are 
more efficient, more pnxluctive 
than their smaller competitors.
